New University Library 
Named For Chancellor 


“Paul Meek Library” will be the name Installed over the 
door of the $1 million building now under construction between 
the University Center and the EPS building. 

THE University of Tennessee Board of Trustees passed the 
resolution in honor of the vice- 
president of the University and 
chancellor of Martin Branch. 

“The name of Dr. Paul Meek 
has been synonymous with the 
name of The University of 
Tennessee Martin Branch 
ever since the earliest days 
of this rapidly growing campus 
of the university” was incor¬ 
porated into their decision. 

Dr. Meek assumed leader¬ 
ship in 1934, the depth of the 
depression, when the value of 
the campus was considerably 
less than the original purchase 
price. Dormitories, class¬ 
rooms, physical education 
buildings, a heating plant, a 
football stadium, and a student 
center have been constructed 
since 1934. 

THE initiation of a 
master's degree program in 
education will climax the aca¬ 
demic development under Dr. 

Meek’s guidance. Other aca¬ 
demic achievements over the 
years Include the bachelor’s 
degree program in agricul¬ 
ture, business administration, 
education, home economics, 
and liberal arts. A third 
year in engineering is being 
considered at the present 
time. 


Next Tuesday at 8:15 p.m. 
in the new gymnasium, the U-T 
Singers will conclude their 
West Tennessee tour before 
their U-T fellow students. 

In keeping with the versa¬ 
tility of the internationally- 
known U-T group, the pro¬ 
gram will include a wide 
variety of music, ranging from 
Schoenberg and Bach, to tunes 
from the Broadway musical 
“Carousel,” to recent pop hits 
such as “A Taste of Honey.” 

Lynn Sisk, a soprano In 
the Singers and their lead 
dancer, has choreographed 
dance sequences to a portion 
of their program. 

This spring tour is a 
warmup for the Singers be¬ 
cause of special summer 
plans. Ordinarily scheduled 
for a European tour, the stu¬ 
dents will become chorus-in- 
resldence at U-T Hunter Hills 
Theatre near Gatllnburg for 
the productions at their beaut- 
ful theatre-under-the-stars. 


Administrative officers 
and teachers reached a new 
high of 185 this school year.

Six-foot-three-inch, 245-pound guard, Joe Taffoni inked a 
contract with the Cleveland 
Browns. Taffoni was drafted 
in the third round of bidding. 

DEFENSIVE tackle Ron 
Lewellen, 6’3,” 275-pounds, 
was a seventh round choice 
of the American Football 
League’s Oakland Raiders. 

The Browns plan to utilize 
Taffoni’s exceptional speed at 
offensive guard. At UTM Joe 
anchored the defensive for¬ 
ward wall and racked up over 
100 individual tackles during 
the 1966 season. 

Lewellen was the only de¬ 
fensive interior lineman 
drafted by the Raiders. Oak¬ 
land also plans to take ad¬ 
vantage of the big man’s speed 
and feels Ron has top poten¬ 
tial at several offensive or 
defensive positions.

New UTM Catalog 
Released This Week 


Our 1967-69 catalog was 
received from the printers 
this week and is being dis¬ 
tributed to high school 
seniors, counselors, and prin¬ 
cipals in surrounding coun¬ 
ties. 

The new blue on granite 
stock cover carries the name 
U-T at Martin, but is also 
stamped Martin Branch. A 
bill providing for the name 
change has been introduced 
in the state legislature, but 
has not been acted upon yet. 

It is expected to be passed 
within the next few weeks. 

The course numbers now 
contain four digits to more 
closely correspond with the 
parent university. The 
courses and the course num¬ 
bers have been printed in 
boldface type replacing the 
italics previously used. 

The index has been 
completely revised and the 
number of entries has doubled. 
The most up to date campus 
plan, including the new library 
and classroom facilities, has 
been Incorporated in the new 
bulletin. It contains 12 ad¬ 
ditional pages over last years 
180 to cover the expanded 
course listings. 

Although the catalog was 
intended to be used for two 
years, it will probably be re¬ 
vised again next year. 

The 20-page Summer cat¬ 
alog will be ready for distri¬ 
bution next week, according to 
the Public Relations Office. 

Graduate courses in educa¬ 
tion are offered in the summer 
curricula. Several courses 
have been added to both of 
sessions. Copies of the summer 
bulletin will be mailed to high 
school seniors in counties 
throughout the state next week.

Consider My Mail . . . 


Reams of copy come across the desks of college newspaper 
editors. We are innundated with stories. Most are not usable, 
some are pathetic, and-others are obvious-a few well written 
ones are subtle—whet stones where axes have been honed. 

Mountains of press releases, school news, and local informa¬ 
tion may pile high on our desks one week while they remain 
barren the next. All material turned into the paper is not usuable. 

These seems to be two organizations. for every cause. 
Press releases from every level and agency of government 
constitute a maze of mail. The average politician is quite 
lucid compared to some Qf the bad Civil Service writers. 
They can’t be overly condemned considering their sources 
however. Political parties-dozens of them Including some 
far-out philosophies-have extremely active presses. 

"Kook” cults somehow finance a lot of releases. Most 
write with the ability with which they dress and shave. 

Every organization on campus has news periodically, if 
they bother to submit it. Our college press services, As¬ 
sociated Collegiate Press and Intercollegiate Press, also mall 
us bulky packs of news concerning other colleges. 

After the material we are going to use is chosen, it must 
be edited, often retyped, headlined, sent to press hopefully a 
few days before publication, and dummied at a suitable location 
in the paper. Many articles turned into the VOLETTE must be 
condensed while others are incomplete and require research. 

Determining what stories should be used is a demanding 
editorial responsibility. A university newspaper has an unusual 
roll in the mass media. Beingan institutional organ, it cannot be 
compared to a commercial newspaper. Although many college 
newspapers have emerged to the point where they can no longer 
be distlnqulshed from the commercial press, they have this 
elite status by being good. 

Publishing what the student audience needs coupled with 
what it wants in the way of editorial fare is the supreme test 
of journalistic judgement.

Her pro¬ 
ject also included interview¬ 
ing congressmen in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., teaching govern¬ 
ment in eight sessions to 53 
teenagers, heading up two 
Madison county “get-out-and- 
vote campaigns,’’ and initiat¬ 
ing a state-wide campaign 
urging voters to go to the 
polls. 

"MY DEEP love for 4-H 
has caused me to choose home 
economics as a college major 
and extension work as a vo¬ 
cation," Miss Johnson said, 
regarding her education.
